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Claims 1-6, 9-19 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by WO 01/05333 (Medtronic , Inc). 

Medtronic , Inc disclose a vascular prosthesis with a well define pore structure 
which allows for uninterrupted ingrowth of connective tissue into the wall of the 
prosthesis (See Abstract). The uniformly shaped pores have average diameters of 
between 10 and 300 urn. Deviation of the pores is less than 20 urn. The pores are well 
defined, preferably spherically shaped, and optimized for uninterrupted tissue and 
vessel ingrowth (see page 3, Summary, lines 5-18. 

Methods of making vary from using spherical, soluble microbeads and extracting 
them ( page 3, lines 19-25), to using a extractable filler in a paste and precipitating the 
polymer (page 3, lines 26-29). melt extrusions is also used to make th einvention (page 
4, lines 1-50. 

Thermoplastic polyurethanes are particularly useful as the graft material, 
although any polymeric material that can be dissolved in a suitable solvent and re- 
solidified is possible (see page 5, lines 24-29). Methacrylates, caprolactones and 
acrylates are well known thermoplastic polymers. 

The device is used for its angio-permissive open porosity. 

The instant claims are anticipated by Medtronics, Inc. 

Claims 7, 8, 20 and 21 are objected to as dependent upon a rejected base claim.
